body of James Whitcomb Riley, the 
Indiana poet, who died unexpectedly 
Saturday night at his home here, 
lay in state at the Indiana "state capi- 
tol from 3 p. m. until 9 p. m. Monday. 
The hours were fixed especially with 
the view of providing a time when 
the working people and children, ac- 
companied by parents, might view the 
body. The poet was particularly close 
to the workers and children. Mr. 
Riley's death was due to paralysis. 
He suffered a violent stroke about 
7.30 Saturday morning. 


Gov. Samuel M. Ralston in a letter 


TO Henry Eitel of the city, brother-in 
law of the poet, asked that the body 
lie in state at the capitol. The let- 
ter, which met with a favorable and 
ready response from the poet's rela- 
tives, follows: 


Gov. Ralston's Tribute 
"James Whitcomb Riley was lovec 


by the people of Indiana as was no 
other man. In an exceptionally tender 
sense the people of his native state 
felt and believed that he belonged to 
them 
and

mourn—bitterly 


mourn—his passing. 


"As governor of Indiana, I am anx- 


ious that the people be affored an 
opportunity to show the high respect 
in which they held this man who 
sang of common things, and I 
am 


/moved, therefore, to suggest that his 
'remains be -allowed to lie in state in 
the rotunda of the capitol between 
the hours of 3 o'clock p. m. and 9 
o'clock p. m., Monday, July 24, 1916'

Although he sought 
to improve and did improve Mexico's 
material condition it was without 
even so much as a thought of her 
moral progress. He kept the masses 
of the people in subjection by keep- 
Ing them in ignorance. 
When he 


died 83 per cent, of the people could 
neither read nor write, and as far 
as her political development went 
Mexico was no further forward and 
no more fitted for self government 
than in 1821, when, having wrested 
her independence from Spain, she 
was first recognized as a sovereign 
nation by the United • States. 


A Depot's Rule of Mexico 


"During Diaz's time I had a very 
interesting talk with a great lawyer 
in Mexico City who was an office 
holder in the Diaz regime. I asked 
him current questions. After Diaz, 
what?" To my surprise the man said: 
"I am a Constitutionalist. Either be- 
fore Diaz dies or immediately upon 
his death a revolution will break 
oufr in Mexico having for its purpose 
three things—the restoration of the 
land to the people, the establishment 
of public schools throughout the 
country, and a judical system in 
which 'the courts will decide accord- 
ing to law and not according to exe- 
cutive desires."

"Mr. 
Wilson's Mexican policy has 


not been weak and vacillating. 
It 
has been definite and consistent, 
firm and constructive. How firm is 
already known to those who have 
sought to force American Interven- 
tion in Mexico; how constructive will 
best be appreciated fifty years from 
now by the whole world. It was to 
Mexico perhaps more than to any- 
thing that the President referred the 
other day when he said that he was 
playing for the verdict of mankind. 


"The policy of the United States 
toward Mexico is a policy of hope 
and of helpfulness, it is a policy of 
Mexico for the Mexicans. That after 
all, is the traditional policy of this 
country—it is the policy that drove 
Maximillian out of Mexico." 
The Doctrone of Sympathy 
Secretary of the Interior Lane 


made this statement to me at his 
summer camp on the shores of Lake 
Champlain, and then he launched.out 
into a forceful declaration of .the 
principles underlying President Wil- 
son's Mexican policy and proceeded 
to give the resons for his conviction 
that the President was right when 
he refused to recognize Huerta, and 
declared that the murderer of Mad. 
ero must go, right when he occupied 
the Port of Vera Cruz, right when he 
accepted the offer of mediation ex 
tended by the A. B. C., right when 
he abided by the agreement reached 
at Niagara Falls, right when he with 
drew from Vera Cruz, right when h 
recognized Carranza as head of th 
de facto Government and right when 
he sent the United States army intc 
Mexico after the bandit raid "on Col 
umbus. Mr. Lane said: 
"The doctrine of force is alway: 
fighting with the doctrine of sym 
pathy, and the trouble with the twi 
schools of warism and pacifism i; 
that neither one will recognize tha 
both philosophies have a part in the 
life of every individual and of every 
nation, and in the production an 
advancement of that strange thing 
we call civilization. 
."Now, the doctrine of force has 


been worked to' its limit in 
President Wilson believes that the i 
doctrine of sympathy should have its 
chance in that country and this is 
the foundation of his Mexican policy. 
Not that Mexico wants our sympathy. 
It does not—and that is one of the 
great difficulties we have to contend 
with. Another is that it takes a long 
while to make a Mexican believe that 


I we intend his country good and not 
evil. The people of Mexico have in- 
herited the pride of Arragon, and the 
thing above all others that 'they do 
not want and will not stand for is 
that kind of sympathy which is noth- 
ing but pity. 


Mexico Is a Bad Neighbor Now 
"The sympathy that Mexico needs 
the sympathy of understanding. 


The United States should be what the 
Latin Americans call 'muy sympati- 
co.' We have no exact English equiv- 
alent for that expression, but if there 
is one thing it does not mean it fs 
sympathy, as we Americans use the 
word. Uncle Sam will be 'muy sym- 
patico' to the Mexican people only 
when he has a conscientious regard 
for and realization of the feelings 
and the desires of the Mexican, and 
understands his best side, his aspir- 
ing nature.

There is no use in denying this. We 
live at peace with Canada on our 
northern border, without a soldier 
along 3,000 miles of land, while, as a ^ ^

A New World Civilization 
"It is not to be forgotten that 


Huerta did not pretend even to be a 
constitutional ruler. 
He sent word 
to the United States that he had tak- 
en the Government of Mexico into his 
own hands and that he was all the 
law that was to be found in Mexico. 
His statement was so bold that even 
the Supreme Court of Mexico uttered 
a feeble protest, which was somewhat 
more loudly echoed in the Mexican 
Senate. 
"In the face of this, Huerta asked 
for recognition from the 
United 
States, but President Taft felt that 
he could not conscientiously grant it, 
and he left the problem to be dealt 
with by his successor, who had al- 
ready been elected. 
That was the 
situation when President Wilson took 
office. 
Could President' Wilson have 


recognized Huerta? 
Surely 
there 
can be but one answer to that ques- 
tion—No! 
"To 
have 
recognized 
Huerta 


would have been a two-fold injustice 
First, to the people of Mexico, and 
secondly, to all the people of South 
and Central America. To give to the

Americans are justified in the 


pride that through the operation of 
the Monroe Doctrine there is grad- 
ually growing up in the New World 
a civilization that will make old time 
revolutionary 
methods impossible, 


that will carry forward all of the 
twenty-one republics to the unifica- 
tio'n of our international interests in 
the true spirit of Pan-Americanism. 
We have so amplified the Monroe 
Doctrine1 that we are virtually the 
co-partners of the Republics to the 
South of us, and to proclaim thai 
the violation of their constitutional 
laws would not in the slightest inter- 
fere with our recognition of a con- 
spiracy to murder lawful executives 
and overthrow their established re- 
publican forms of Government would 
have been rightly considered by the 
American people as the most coward- 
ly and short-sighted policy imagin- 
able.

"We know what we have suffered 


In the past three years, and it is too 
easy now to say that all this would 
have been avoided if Huerta had been 
recognized, but the only demand 
made at that time by the more solid 
of our men of affairs who were an- 
tagonistic to the Administration's 
policy was that we should intervene, 
that we should bring order to Mex- 
ico by force. 


No one then believed and no one 


really believes now that the recogni- 
tion of Huerta would have solved the 
Mexican problem. We do know, how- 
ever, one thing that we were not con- 
scious of then, that Huerta himself 
had so slight a hold upon Mexico that 
he did not dare to leave the capital 
and that he was to all intents and 
purposes a prisoner of the reaction- 
aries, able only to reach the sea at 
Its nearest point. 


"Although it is self-evident that 


this country, as the champion of con- 
stitutional government in America, 
can never recognize a military des- 
potism based upon assassination, it 
is not necessary to oallll uorta an a.ssa 
sin in order to justify our refusal to 
recognize, him. 
His attempted dic- 


tatorship was but a fiction of govern- j 
ment. 
With the elected President i 


and Vice President murdered and the 
Minister of State, who was their law- 
ful successor, cowed into submission, 
Huerta took the reins of power at the 
best as a temporary stop-gap. 


"The revolution against Huerta 


broke out immediately upon the news 
of Madero's death. 
The correspon- 


dence between Huerta and Carranza 
recently published shows that every 
practical inducement was held out to 
Carranza to pull an end to his revol- 
utionary movement. To Carranza's 
credit be it said, he refused to come 
to terms with those who he believed 


'Meanwhile the revolution had 


gained such headway in the North 
that it was difficult from day to day 
to say which force had or occupied 
the greatest portion of Mexican ter- 
ritory. 
Huerta was keeping up his 


resistance because he was being sup- 
plied with ammunition from abroad. 
A ship was reported ready to land at 
Vera Cruz with a cargo of arms, and 
as a warning to Huerta and in proof 
of the seriousness of our purpose to 
bring Huerta to a recognition of our 
attitude, the order was given to seize 
the Custom House and occupy the 
port of Vera Cruz. 
"We did not go to Vera Cruz to 


force Huerta to salute the flag. We 
did go there to show Mexico that we 
were in earnest in our demand that 
Huerta must go, and he went before

LESSON FOR JULY 30 


"THE WORD OF THE CROSS." 


LESSON TEXT—I Cor. 1:1; 2:6. Prlnl 


1-18—2-2. 


GOLDEN TEXT—Far be it from me to 


glory, save in the cross of our Lord Jesus 
Christ.—Gal. 6:14. 


Paul's letter to the church at Cor-, 


inth was written from the city ol 
Bphesus some four of five years after 
Paul had left Corinth. We have seen 
some of the difficulties which sur- 
rounded this church. It was a small 
body of believers in a great city ol 
four hundred thousand. It was sur- 
rounded by all kinds of liscentiousness 
and excess so that to maintain a Chris- 
tian moral ideal was difficult in the ex- 
treme. That is why this first epistle 
das so much to do with church govern- 
ment and such questions as the mar- 
riage relation, the conduct of public 
assemblies, spiritual gifts, the resur- 
rection from the dead, different fac- 
tions, the love feasts of the rich and 
the poor, eating meat offered to idols, 
law suits conducted before the heath- 
en, the Lord's supper and church 
dicipline are discussed. Paul did not 
himself write the letter. 
Sosthenes 


acted as .his amanuensis. In this let- 
ter is the wonderful and immortal love 
chapter (Ch. 13), and the magnificent 
resurrection chapter (Ch. 15). 


The only unity desirable or possible 


is that which Christ prayed for (John 
17:21). This is not a unity of opinion 
or of organization, but a unity pf pur- 
pose and power, the working together 
of belivers in harmony to attain the 
great purposes of Christianity. 


I. The Power and Wisdom of God. 


(vv. 18-25). To a sin-blinded mind the 
preaching of the cross is foolishness. 
Even some professed Christians reject 
th.e doctrine of substitution which is 
found everywhere in the Bible. (Isa. 
33:6; Gal. 3:13; I Cor. 5:21). If the 
doctrine of the cross is foolishness to 
anyone it is to "them that perish." 
The Jews require a sign (v. 22) but 
the cross puts them to shame (v, 27). 
God is made unto- us wisdom, not the 
wisdom of men but the wisdom of the 
Spirit. It is such preaching as this 
that is "the power of God." It has 
proven itself the power of God In out 
lives. It will "destroy the wisdom ol 
the wise" and "bring to nothing the 
understanding of the prudent" (Isa. 
29:14 cf. Jer. 8:9). God is constantly 
making foolish the power and wisdom 
of this world- Philosophic research 
after the unknowable "tries to make 
a God of its o\\n pattern but does 
not satisfy the longings of the human 
heart," and God through the foolish- 
aess of the thing preached is pleased 
o "save them •which believe." 
The 


erforming of a miracle (Math. 12:3S), 
and the Greeks seeking after wisdom, 
>r philosophical reasoning, is no match 
for the Christ crucified whom Paul 
preached. 


II. The Preaching and Power of Paul 


(vv. 20 to Ch. 2:2). Taking the Bible as 
a whole, we see in it God's plan and 
purpose with regard to the goal of 
nankind. The problem was by what 
neans this purpose could be per- 
formed.

bound together in one, summed up in 
.he cross as the power and the wisdom 
of God for salvation. 
The symbol of 


the cross is a common sight, yet the 
great truth which it symbolizes is 
often obscured by scholars, and fails 
to be lived by disciples. God chooses 
those whom the world rejects, "the 
foolish," and whom the world rejects 
us "the weak." 
These are the ones 


that were called even in Paul's day. 
The purpose of this call is to confound 
(or to put to shame) the wisdom of 
men. 
The most powerful motive in 


existence is the motive of the cross. 
(1) The cross is the highest proof and 
the strongest expression of the love 
of God for man. 
(2) the cross was 


the agent whereby atonement was 
made for sin. (3) The cross shows us 
the terrible evils of sin and the de- 
mand of such a sacrifice as God's son 
in order to save us from it. 
(4) It 


shows us that God wants us to come 
to him and to be saved, and that there 
is joy in heaven over every repentant 
sinner. (5) It shows the supreme val- 
ue of right and duty in that Christ 
went to the cross at the terrible cost 
of his life. (6) It shows the \nlue of 
the human soul. (7) From the cross, 
through the resurrection and the ever- 
living Saviour, God has given us the 
fullness of the Spirit to Inspire and 
transform. 


We are nothing In ourselves, and 


God has made Christ unto us "wisdom 
and righteousness," that 
iw, God's 


righteousness is provided for us in 
Christ (I Cor. 5:21; Rom. 5:1 ; Phil. 
3:9 R. V.): also sanctification and 
redemption, that is, wo are separated 
from the world unto God and in him 
we are redeemed from sin and its con- 
sequences. 


TUrns Is left no room for glorying In 


the roots in the obscure passages of 
the earth where the power is derived 
which displays itself in the blossom 
and the fruit; and I know that among 
the silent, speechless masses of the 
American people is slowly coming up 
the great sap of moral purposes and 
love of justice and reverence for hu- 
manity which constitutes the only 
virtue and distinction of the Ameri- 
can people.

"Secretary of State Lansing there- 


upon called a conference of the re- 
presentatives of Argentina, Brazil, 
Chill, Bolivia, Uruguay and Guate- 
mala and asked them, from their 
knowledge of the situation—for a 
considerable portion of the informa- 
tion in the hands of the United 


States came through the representa- 
tives of these countries in Mexico— 
to co-operate with him in the deter- 
mination of the claimant to be rec- 
ognized. 
These six Latin-American. 


Catholic countries unanimously rec- 
ommended the recognition of Carran- 
za, -and In furtherance of our Pan- 
American policy this recognition was 
at once given by the United -States 
and Latin-America. 
"Since Carranza's ^recognition we 


have seen Americans who have gone 
into Mexico on peaceful -errands nror- 
derefl; we have seen our own towns 
upon the border raided and Ameri- 
icams aslain on American -soil. These 
outrsfges prompted President Wflsoa 
to send onr own troops into Mexico, 
and -£his course eaxmot Ibe othervvjiw 
construed than as a recognition of 


'Then we could hold her while we 
administered to her the medicine! 
that we believe she needs. We 
could have what we call a general 
cleaning up, the rebuilding of her 
railroads, of her wagon roads, the 
construction of sewers for her cities, 
the enforcement of health regulations 
and all the other things that go to 
make up the outward and visible 
signs of order and good government. 
"But don't you see that the peace 
we would bring would be a peace im- 
posed by force, the government we 
would give to Mexico would be the 
kind of government that we have 
and which makes life tolerable to us 
in our communities. 
Its standards 
would not be Mexican standards, its 
genius would not be Mexican genius. 
The moment we withdraw from Mexi- 
co there would be a return after a 
very short time to Mexican standard. 
"What Mexico really needs and 
must be allowed to do is to raise her 
own standards; it is to give herself 
a cleaning up by herself. 
That is 
bound to take tune, but in no other 
way can Mexico get a government 
that will be expressive of her own 
ideals, that would be expressive of 
some aspiration of her own as to what 
her civilization should be, and in 
this we want to be of help to Mexico 
if she will allow us to do so. 


"The Mexican problem as a prob- 
lem depends upon your attitude to- 
ward other peoples. Mexico is a land 
to conquer, and the Mexican people 
are a people to be conquered and 
snhordinated and the country and its 
resources made ours, if you look upon 
a smaller and les£ highly civilized 
country as a proper object of exploi- 
tation. On the other hand, Mexico 
IB a country out of which something 
•greater can "be made, and the Mexi- 
can people are a people who have 
possibilities and can be helped to be- 
come a self-govering nation, and if 
"you take that attitude toward Mexico 
•you are bound to sympathize with 
their struggle upward. 


"In other words, where we find 
that conditions justtty revolution, if 
we think it our business to go in and 
work the revolution to our profit, we 
must condemn the President's poli- 
cy; but 'it, where we find conditions 
justify revolution, we want to give 
that revolution a chance to work out 
from the Inside, we must hold up Ms 
hands." 
"What are the things that Mexico 
needs, "Mr. Secretary?" I 
as~fced. 
"What is necessary for a return to 
peace and order?" 


Mr. Lane said: 
"The things that Mexico needs are 
few, but they are fundamental. A 
land-tax system wnlch will ma"ke it 
impossible to hold great bodies of 
idle land for

in order to support itself. A school 
system hy which iropular education 
may ~be •given to all the people -as it 
is given m the United 'States.

"From an investigation I made 


myself I found out that this was lit- 
erally true; that the land, which was 
the hereditary possession of these 
Indians, had been taken from them 
by the Government and given to a 
greater 'company' on terms which 
one can only guess; that the 'com- 
pany' had sold the land to a syndi- 
cate, in which there were no Ameri- 
cans, upon condition that it should 
be populated under a law somewhat 
similar to our Homestead Law, with 
the reservation that it was neither to 
go to Mexican natives nor to citizens 
of the United States, and the immig- 
rants with which the1 syndicate was 
populating that part of Mexico were 
Chinamen 
"I crossed a bridge on the Camino 
Real. The last time I crossed that 
bridge, saidx the peon who was with 
me, 'the Governor of the State was 
lying there dead. 
He had become 
ambitious and presented to the peo- 
ple a programme of reform. Doubt- 
less he hoped to be another Juarez, 
and Don Porfirio had ended his am- 
bitions.' 
The peon of Mexico—and 
out of possibly fifteen millions in- 
habitants at least twelve million are 
peons—is a kindly .and gentle crea- 
ture under normal conditions, disre- 
gardful of his own life, but not anxi- 
ous to make war on any one. The 
peon has it forced upon his mind 
that he belongs to a definite sphere of 
life, and so he is without ambition 
and without foresight, but he is not 
without intelligence, and he makes 
an excellent workman when taught. 
All he needs is a chance to live and 
a chance to learn, land to cultivate 
and schools to go to. Is it conceiv- 
able that to add to the miseries of 
these struggling people any American 
citizen would want to make war on 
them?

"We of the United States have the 
impulse that all virile people have. 
We feel conscious of our ability to do 
a job in nation-making much better 
than any one else. Read over Kip- 
ling's poem. "The White Man's Bur- 
den" It was not so much the white 
man's duty to clean up unsanitary 
conditions on the outskirts of civili- 
zation and to develop the backward 
peoples of the earth that he was ex- 
pressing as it was our perfect, self- 
complacent appreciation of our su- 
preme ability to do the cleaning up 
better than any other people on the 
face of the globe. 
"There is a good deal of the speci- 
al policeman, of the sanitary engin- 
eer, of the social worker and of the 
welfare dictator about the American 
people. We are quite conscious that 


itself was as a whole in the control 
of any one Government. Even Diaz 
never had the Yaqui Indian country, 
never really controlled Sonora. 
"A police force alone has been a 
failure in Mexico, a failure both as 
far as the Mexicans are concerned 
and in protecting American life and 
American property. 
American life 
and American property have both 
been repeatedly assailed and destroy- 
ed during every Administration. The 
protection of our people there has al- 
ways been a problem, and I believe 
always will be a problem. This haz- 
ard any foreigner takes who goes into- 
a country filled with people who 
would risk their lives for a horse or 
a saddle. 
"Further, I say this: That looking 
at Mexico solely from the standpoint 
of allowing our miners, our engineers 
and our capitalists to develop that 
country for their own benefit, and 
only incidentally for the benefit of 
Mexico, a policy of force is all that 
Mexico needs. It is the only policy 
that has even been tried upon the 
Mexican people, and it has proved a 
success for the exploitation of the 
country by outsiders. 
If, however, 
we look at the Mexican question 
from the standpoint of the Mexican, 
is the policy of force adequate to the 
problem? 
No one who has studied 
it will say so. The truth is this: 


The Verdict of Mankind 


"Mexico will never be a nation iu 


any real sense, nor will the Mexicans 
ever be a people of agricultural, 
commercial, industrial or political 
consequence until the individual Mex- 
ican has had an economic and an ed- 
ucational chance. He must be tied to 
Mexico, and not be a landlord, by the 
owenrship of a piece of land; he must 
be able to read and write so that he 
may know what the needs of civili- 
zation are. The policy is that which 
I characterized as a policy of hope 
and hopefulness. 
It is not founded 


on doubt and despair. It refuses to 
recognize the Mexican who can only 
be shot into keeping order. 


"If we despair of these people, who 


is to be their friend? Are we Ameri- 
cans to see Mexico forever remain a 
Sand of a few rich and cultivated 
gentlemen, and twelve million half- 
starved, 
ill-clothed and illiterate 


f>easants, men, women and children, 
kept in slavery and subjection and 
ignorance, a people into whose lives 
comes nothing that raises them above 
the beasts of the field? 
"The people of the United States 


cannot conceive of such conditions. 
Is it not time to try another policy 
than that of force alone, which has 
failed so miserably and wrought such
